2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Rahuel et al(Chemistry & Biology, 2000). Rahuel et al, page 495, Table 1, 
compounds 7-10 are structurally similar to claimed in herein. Applicants have limited the 
definition of R9 to be optionally substituted cycloalkyl. The reference does not teach 
such cycloalkyl group, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not arrive at the claimed 
compounds using the prior art of record.
